The pastor of the church, 
Rev. Alfred Grant Walton, D. D., 
presented an original poem from 
his pen on the memory of Mr.

The point of interest this 
year is the Saint Gaudens’ Me- 
morial at Cornish, N. H. 

In preparation, Mrs. Gordon 
Moody gave a very interesting 
talk on the life of the sculptor, 
at the meeting Friday. 

Saint Gaudens’ father was a 
French shoemaker, his mother 
was a native of Ireland. His early 
years were spnt in the employ 
of a Cameo cutter. When he was 
19 he went to Paris to study at 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts, where 
he ‘became influenced by the 
movement base! on the Italian 
Renaissance,~ rather than on 
classic. ideals. His first produc- 
tion was Hiawatha, executed at 
Rome. He became _ associated 
with Stanford White, architect, 
who, it will be remembered 
planned the gardens at the Schell 
Chateau. 

One of Saint Gaudens outstand- 
ing sculptures is the Henry Ad- 
ams memorial at Washington, 
representing a seated figure part- 
ly veiled. This work surpasses in 
mystery and spiritual feeling. 
The ‘standing statue of Lincoln 
in- Chicago is one of his best, 
possessing dignity and pathos. A 
replica of this is in London fac- 
ing Westminster Abbey. With 
Stanford White he did the statue 
of Diana which topped the old 
Madison Square Gardens in N. 
Y. Another outstanding piece of 
Saint Gaudens is the Robert 
Gould Shaw memorial in Boston. 

The memorial to Saint Gau- 
dens at Cornish was erected by 
his widow and his sons. It en- 
shrines the atmosphere in which 
he lived and had his being; the 
pictures he lovect, his books, and 
the fountain. His ashes are en- 
shrined in a little temple near, 
built by his friends. Thousands 
visit this shrine year after year 
in memory of one of America’s 
greatest sculptors.

Minister Assails Greed 
oO 

A clergyman in Washington 
bears a familiar name to us in 
Northfield. He is the Rev. Wil- 
liam R. Moody rector of St. Marks 
Episcopal church at Washington, 
D. C., and recently he declared 
in a sermon given much space 
in the press that “no communit 
possessed by greed, can have ef- 
ficient law enforcement, civic 
peace, justice nor safety in per- 
son and property.”

Finley Now Editor

Dr. John H. Finley, associate 
Editor of the New York Times, 
became editor last week and sub- 
scribers of that paper here read 
with much satisfaction of the 
announcement inasmuch as Dr. 
Finley is personally acquainted 
in Northfield. 

Dr. Finley joined the Times 
staff as associate editor in 1921. 
Prior to that time he had achiev- 
ed distinction as editor of Har- 
per’s Weekly, as an educator, his- 
torian and economist. He began 
his career in the print shop. He 
was born on a farm near Grand 
Ridge, Hl., in 1863. He was grad- 
uated from Knox college in 1887 
and in the same year entered 
John Hopkins university.

He then he- 
came editor of Harper's Weekly. 
He was the first incumbent of 
the chair of politics at Prince- 
ton, which he teft to head the 
City College of New York.
